THE APPEAL READY

Admiral Schley Confers With His
Counsel Today.

——

PLEASANT TRIP T0 SOUTH

Voluminous Document Went to
the President Today.

GLAD TO BE BACK

-

Former Representative Isador Rayner of
Baltimore and his assistant, Mr. Teague,
who are counsel for Rear Admiral Schley,

arrived in Washington at 11 o'clock today,
and went immediately to the Hotel Rich-
mond, where they were In conference with
their client several hours. They brought
with them the appeal from the majority
report of the court of inquiry, and this was
read to the admiral in his apartments. The

only other person present was Mrs. Schley,

and she listened attentively to the reading

of one hundred and twenty typewritten
pages.

M. A. Teague, one of Admiral Schley's
couns=el, went to the White House this

afternoon and submitted the appeal of Ad-
miral Schiley from the verdict of the court
of inquiry. The appeal and accompanying
papers were handed to Seecretary Cortelyou,
as the President was at lunch at the hour
when Mr. Teague arrived.

The President will probably take up the
appeal for consideration this afternoon,
and the general expectation is that he will
be able to announce his decision In a com-
paratively short time.

House that nothing would be given out
there in regard to the matter, implving
that information regarding the appeal

would have to be obtained from Admiral
Schley’s counsel,

Admiral and Mrs. Schley returned from
their southern trip this morning. The ad-
miral was in better physical condition than
he has been for years. The train from Sa-
vannah was an hour late. Outside of the
fact that he did not sleep on the trip he
was In excellent feitle.

Pleasant Trip.

“Do you know,” he said to a reporter for
The Star, “l1 cannot sleep on a sleeping
car?’

“But,”” suggested the reporter,
gleep on a boat.”

“Ah, my boy., that's a different proposi-
tion.”

And then Admiral Schley told of how he
had lef: Savannah at 1 o'clock yesterday
afternoon, and how he had ridden all night.

“It seems good to be back in Washington
once more,”” he said.

“¥es, it does,” Mrs. Schley interposed,
“and yet we had the pleasantest visit of
our life.”

““The people of the south were Kind to
us,” said the admiral; “and yet the same
feeling has been given to us In the north
as well. 1 have tried to serve the whole
eountry. [ have been fortv-five vears In
the service of the government. The people,
who compose the government, have always
been kind and good to me. It Is pleasur-
able to feel that I have the confidence of
the men 1 serve.”

The Appeal.

“Can you give any idea as to what the
sallent points of the appeal to the President
will be?”’

“None, whatever. My counsel has the
matter in charge. I have nothing to say.
Whatever my counsel deposits with the
President is a matter of more or less inter-
est and will quite llkely be given out by
the President.”

Admiral S8chley welghs several more
pounds than when he went away ten days
ago. The same is true of Mrs. Schley. The
treatment received in the south was bene-
ficial in every way.

The first thing that the admiral did on
reaching the Hotel Richmond was to call
upon Manager Rosenfeld, who has been
confined to his room for more than two
weeks with an abscess in one of his ears.

TO AMEND CONSTITUTION.

Petitions From the States for Popular
Election of Senators.

In the Senate committee on privileges and
elections there was an informal diseusslon
today of the proposition for the election of
senators of the United States by direct vote
of the people. There are before that com-
mittee petitions from six different states
calling upon Congress to convene a national
convention to amend the Federal Constitu-
tion =0 as to make this change In the
method of choosing senators. Thirty such
petitions are necessary to insure such a
ecnventlon, and the discussion today turned
upon the point as to whether all the thirty
necessary petitions should be addressed to
one Congress, or whether a petition once
made stands for all time. No decision was

reached, nor was any time set for the fur-
ther consideration of the subject.

HEARD IN HIS OWN BEHALF.

Colonel Metealf Appears Before ne;n-
bers of Senate Pensionas Committee.
The subeommittee of the Senate commit-

tee on pensions, which was appointed last
week to investigate the charges made
against Col. W. 8. Metcalf, who has been
rominated to be pension agent at Topeka,
Kan., today heard Colonel Metcalf in his
own behalf. and also received afdavits
from soldlers who were members of Met-
caif's command at the time the ocecur-
rences, with the responsibility for which
he iz charged, took place.

The charge is that at the battle of Coloo-
can, in the Philippine Islands, Metecalf de-
Hberately killed two Filipino prisoners. He
was today shown the affidavits making this
ehgrg». but denied it emphatically. He
said that he had at the time of that battle
been a major of the 20th Kansas Volun-
teers; that he remembered the surrender
of two Filipino prisoners; that he was en-
Euged In bringing up the regiment. and
that he turned them over to some men in
his command with Instructions to take
them to the rear; that he knew of his own
knowledge nothing more of the prisoners,
but that he had heard they were killed by
the soldiers who had them in charge.

Two or three afidavits from members of
the 20th Kansas Regiment were flled in cor-
roboration of this statement. In one of
these affidavits it was stated that the pris-
oners were killed by the soldiers beeause
they refused to go to the rear and were
making trouble at a very critical time.

Records of the War Department also
were produced to show that after two in-
vestigations of this charge Metcalt had
been exonerated,

The subecommittee did not pass upon th
charges at the meeting today. -

THE EXCLUSION OF CHINESE

HEARING BEFORE SENATE COMMIT-
TEE ON TMMIGRATION.

Heard Upon
MHatter—Respect for Existing
Treaty Urged.

Various Interests the

The Senate committee on Immigration
gave a hearing today to representatives of
various interests upon the guestion of Chi-
nese immigratron. Among those present
were D. 8 7Tompkins of the industrial
commission, 3llas B. Webb, president of
the China and Japan Trading Compgny,
New York:; Charles 8. Hamlin, Boston
chamber of commerce; Samuel Gompers,
Mr. John W. Foster, ex-S8ecretary of State;
8. C. Mead, assistant secretary Merchants’
Assoclation, New York; Theophilus Par-
sons of the Arkwright Club, Boston; Edw.
J. Livernash, San Francisco; John Foord
of the Asiatic Assocliation; H. R. Fuller,
representing the rallroad employes of the
United States, and a number of represen-
tatives of southern Industries.

Mr. Gompers, the first speaker, outlined
the efforts which the Federation of Labor
had made In connection with the Paclfic
coast delegation in Congress to perfect a
bill which would secure a continuance of
Chinese exclusion, and this has been ac-
complished in what is known as the
Mitchell bill

Mr. Foord spoke in opposition to the bills
and presented statistics of trade between
China and the United States. He urged a
postponement of any action by Congress
looking to Chinese exclusion until the ex-
piration of the present treaty in 1904.

“We are all Interested in being on good
terms with China,” he said, “and should
treat her with some degree of considera-
tion and some decent regard for interna-
tional facts.” He said that the Chinese
student, Chinese traveler and Chinese mer-
chant have been unfairly dealt with.

Upon beilng questioned he admitted that
there is a division of sentiment among the
delegation represented by him, some of
them being perfectly satisfied with the law
as it now stands, while others are dissatis-
fied with the Interpretation of the law. He
said that the hope of disseminating Ameri-
can ldeas lay in the Chinese student and
the law Is hurtful particularly to this class
of Chinese.

Respect for the Treaty.
Mr. Hamlin presented resolutions of the
Boston chamber of commerce advocating
the Proctor bill, continuing in force the
present Chinese exclusion law until the ex-
piration of the existing treaty with China
in 1904, and urged that no bill be adopted
inconsistent with that treaty, because, he
saild, “that treaty involves the honor and
faith of the United States government.”
Speaking for the Pacific Mail Steamship
Company, Maxwell Evarts declared that
the Mitchell bill would put a tax on Amer-
ican commerce that no subsidy bill could
replace. It would prohibit the employment
of Chinese seamen aboard American ships,
and this would result in an enormous dif-
ference in the matter of wages. He said
that our commlssioners to negotiate a new
Chinese treaty In two years should not be
hampered and embarrassed by the passage
of any new law.
A number of other gentlemen made brlef
remarks for and against the proposed meas-
ures. At the conclusion of the hearing Mr.
Penrose, the chairman of the committee,
announced that the whole subject would be
gone into very carefully by the committee.
Ex-Secretary Foster will be heard next
Thursday by the committee on the Inter-
national phases of the proposed Chinese
exciusion.

AID TO INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS,

Arguments Advanced in Favor of Sen-
ator Nelson's Bills.
The Senate committee on education and
labor today heard arguments In support
of the bills Introduced by Serator Nelson
granting national aid to institutions for in-
dustrial education. Mr. Edward Danlels
and Dr. Alexander Kent appeared befoge
the committee. They contended that as
the tendency of the country is toward in-

dustrial Improvement the nation should
give support to industrial schools. This
necessity they urged as especialiy pressing
in the southern states.

 DROPPED THE OLD VERMONT.

Assistant Secretary Darling Strikes

Her From the Naval List.
By coincldence one of the first official
acts of Assistant Secretary Darling, who
was appointed from Vermont, was to strike
from the naval list the vessel bearing the
name of that state. Mr. Darling will try
tc secure compensation by having one of
the proposed new battle ships christened
Vermont. The old Vermont was a wooden
saillng frigate of the Franklin type origi-
nally. She never saw much active service,
but lay at her dock in the New York navy
vard for many years as a recelving ship.
Last summer she was found to be in such
insanitary condition as to be unfit for
that purpose, and the triple screw steel
crulser Columbia was assigned to her place,
She will now be advertised and sold at
public auction.

The assistant secretary has also con-
demned two of the old war monitors—
Manhattan and Mahopac—now lying at the
League Island navy yard. They are sin-
gle turreted Iron vessels and have so far
decayed and rusted that they can scarcely
be kept afloat.

LOCAL LEGISLATION.

Bills of Interest Introduced in the
Benate Today.

Mr. McMillan introduced in the Senate to-
day a bill apropriating $10,000 to enable the
Commissioners of the District to co-operate
with the national bureau for the identifica-
tion of criminals. -

Mr. Gallinger Introduced a blll appropri-
ating $100,000 in ald of a woman's national
industrial exhibit. He also, by request, pre-
sented a bill to regulate vivisection In the
District of Columbla.

Mr. McComas introduced a bill for the
condemnation and opening of the following
streets: Elm street from 5th to Tth streets
northwest; Wilson street from 6th to Tth;
6th street from Spruce to Pomeroy north-
west.

On motion of Mr. Mason a resolution was
adopted calling upon the Becretary of the
Navy for all papers in connection with the
proposed extension of the Washington navy
yard and an estimate of the cost thereof,

GERMAN SCHOOL SHIPF COMING.

The Officers Are Expected to Visit
Washington. .

The Navy Department s informed that
the German school ship Stien is at Havana,
Cuba, and will shortly visit ports of the
United States, Including Baltimore and
Arnapolis. It is expected that the officers
of the vessel will come to Washington and
be guests at the German embassy.

River and Harbor Improvements.
A delegation from Petersburg, Va., ap-
peared before the House committee on
rivers and harbors today to request an ap-
propriation of $200,000 for the improvement
of the Appamaitex river In the vicinity of
Petersburg. A delegation also presented
claims for the improvement of certain riv-
ers in Florida.

A memorial was presented to the commit-
tee by Lewis M. Haupt, propesing to open
a navigable channel across the bar at Aran-
sas Pass, Texas, by means of a reaction
backwater. Mr. Haupt says he can do the
necessary work for $300,000,

AT THE WHITE HOUSE

Departmental Matters Discussed at
Cabinet Meeting.

NOMIKATIONS AGREED UPOR

 Object to a Colored Postmaster

in Georgia.

SOME OF TODAY’S CALLERS

The cabinet meeting today was engaged
in passing upon a number of departmental
matters and In again discussing some of
the arrangements for the reception of
Prince Henry, whose visit to this country
will soon be made. There were not many
additional details from those already pub-
lished.

Nearly all the cabinet officers had some-
thing to talk about. Attorney General
Knox reported upon a number of applica-
tions for offices under his department, and
he and the President agreed upon the fol-
lowing nominations, which will be sent to
the Senate at once: United States attorney
for the middle distriet of Tennessee, Abram
M. Tillman; marshal for the same district,
John M. Overall; United States attorney
for western Missourl, Willlam Warner:
United Btates attorney for Idaho, Robert
V. Cozier.

Drawing the Color Line.

Senator Clay of Georgla saw the Presi-
dent this morning, and his visit is under-
stood to have been for the purpose of ob-
jecting to the renomination of M. B. Mor-
ton, colored, as postmaster at Athens, Ga.,
one of the largest citles In the state. The
objections are said to be based largely on
Morton’s color. The white people of the
city object to his holding the office, and a
large delegation of the best citizens of the
city are in Washington for the purpose of
calling upon the President and at the Post
Office Department to present their objec-
tions. Morton is one of the few colored post-
masters in the state. He has held the office
four years. Charles R. Jackson, colored,
has just been nominated for another term
at Darfen, Ga., but Darien 18 not as large
a place as Athens, and s In a negro belt
of Georgla. The white people made no ob-
Jection to Jackson, saying that he had made
a good postmaster and was polite and at-
tentive,

Morton is Indorsed by the republican ma-
chine In Georgia, and he and his friends
have gseen the President.

Classification of the Census Office.
President Roosevelt, it Is stated on ex-
cellent authority, iIs not reconciled to the
proposition pending in Congress for the
classification into the civil service of the
large number of employes of the census of-
fice, The President is rather inclined to
accept the views of the clvil service com-
mission that this classification would be
unwise and unjust. The President is not
opposed to making a permanent bureau of
the census office and to classifyving the per-
manent emploves of that bureau. His ap-
parent objection now is to classifying tha
large force at present employed so as to
make the clerks eliglble to transfer to
various departments. The President has
requested the census committees of the
Senate and House to give a hearing to the
clvil service commilsslon on the views of
that body as to classification. This will be
done before any Dbill is presented to Con-
gress. It Is probable that the President
would give some consideration to vetoing
a measure that would classify the 2,700 em-
ployes of the office. In a short time the
force will be reduced heavily, and the Pres-
ident might not object to a classification of
a reasonable number of persons. The Pres-
ident has made no threat of a veto, and his
position in this respect is not definitely
known, and there is little more than con-
Jecture, except that the President’'s posi-
tion on civil service would probably war-
rant his disapproval of a measure putting
a large number of people of this class Into
the civil service.

Conference With Senator Allison.

Senator Allison had a long conference
with President Roosevelt today, but the
subject under conslderation is not known.

Senators Bpooner, Foraker, Foster and
others saw the President during the morn-
ing.

OCEAN POOL IN JEOPARDY

ONE STEAMSHIP LINE STILL ;__.ﬁou)s
ALOOF. !

Its Action Cnuses Several Others to
- 3 -
Withdraw Their Support of
the Schemes .

LONDON, January 21.—A representative
of the Associated Press hasisccured an
authoritative statement r.ﬂt‘:lnx the ru-
mored shipping dealsy whieh, while confut-
ing the reports of the amalgamation of sev-
eral lines, reveals the fact that negotia-
tions toward &4 trade agreemest are being
conducted on a larger scale -than hitherto
hinted at. What has actually happened is
this: Every line trading between England
and America, except one, has agreed o
form a freight combination upon a basis
considerably higher than the rates at pres-
ent in force, That one exception, however,
threatens to upset the prolonged negotia-
tions, for today fifteen firms withdrew their
previous assent, declaring that unless this
one exception came in the combine wouid
be valueless. The-line which has ®o dis-
arranged the calculations, for until today
the success of the scheme was believed to
be practically assured, is comparatively
unimportant and plies between London an.ﬂ
the United States. -

The extent which the proposed gombina-
tion had attained can be judged from the
fact that the fifteen withdrawals do not
constitute 30 per cent of the firms interest-
ed. A representative of one of the lines
most intimately concerned said that it
looked today very much as ‘lxj the whole
plan would fall through, though he admit-
ted that strenuous efforts would be made
to persuade the backsliders to come in
again, and leave the unimportant exception
te fight its own battle.

The objectors, chiefly composed of Liv-
erpool ~ and Glasgow firms, would not
be directly affected by the defection of the
London concern.

The reports of a financial amalgamation
between the White Star, American, Atian-
tic transport and other lines are strenu-
ously denied.

THE FIGHT AT PANAMA

ARJONA SUCCEEDS GENBRAER AL-
BAN IN COMMAND,

NEW YORK, January 21.—The €Colom-
bian consul, Mr. Bugard, recetved the fol-
lowing dispatch today from Pafama) dated
January 20: :

“General Alban attacked the rebel flect
today and perished on board stemmship
Lautaro. Have taken over command and
am prepared to defend city with 1,006 men."’

The dispatch was signed by Arjona, who
was General Alban’s secretary. :

Quiet at Panama Today.

PANAMA, Colombia, January $1.—All is
quiet here today. General Herrera, the
revolutionary leader, informed Captain
Mead of the United States cruiser Philadel-
phia that he came here to prevent the Co-
lombian government using the steamer
Lautaro against the liberals. Heé had ac-
complished this and therefore retired.

The revolutionists had seventeen wounded
in yesterday's engagement. The number
killed cannot be precisely ascertained.

Of the government forces five men were
killed and four wounded.

The rebel gunboat Padilla :attacked the
Colomblan steamer Lautaro in the harbor
yesterday morning, and after several hours’
fighting set her on fire and sunk her. The
Padilla surprised the Lautaro at the open-

ing of the fight and began shooting at
close range.

No Report Regarding the Battle,

Up to a late hour this afterrdoon no word
had been received at the Colombian lega-
tion here touching the reported naval bat-
tle between the government ships and the
revolutionary fleet off Panama. The offl-
cials there expressed the opinlon that the
“governor’” mentioned in Consul General
Gudger’s dispatch to the State Department
as killed is none other than Gen. Alban,
who has been the governor of Panama and
the leader of the government troops on the
isthmus.

It is feared that his death will have a
very demoralizing effect upon his army, a
great part of which 1s made up of igne-
rant men, who would be apt to be adversely
affected by the loss of their leader. In soma
quarters it was thought that the official
whose death 18 reported by Consul General
Gudger might be Gen. Arjona, whe has been
acting governor of the city while Gen.
Alban has been with his forces in the field,
but inasmuch as Gen. Alban has.just re-
cently seized the steamer Lautaro, and she
was one of the ships in the thickest ‘of the
fight, it is believed that Gen. Alban perished
on board her.

Dr. 8ilva, the Colomblan minister here,
has been assured by the State Department
that an?-thing in the nature of a bombard-
ment of elther of the isthmian towns, with
its accompanying danger to American in-
terests and interruption to transit, would
be prevented by the American maval rep-
resentation In that quarter, so that, in
case the revolutionary fleet-is victorious
in destroying the government vessels, the
legation officlals feel sure that the victory
will end there. ’

GOING HOME TO REST

SAN FRANCISCO, January 21.—W. H.
Taft, civil governor of the Philippine Is-
lands, who arrived here on the transport
Grant, is quite ill, the Philippine climate
and the arduous duties he has performed
having told on his constitution. He feels
that after a few days of rest in this city
he will be strong enough to undergo the
trip east and make his report to the Sec-
retary of War. Gov. Taft says that he
hopes to lzave for the east on Thursday.
He says the war is contined to the two
provinces—Batangas and Samar—and the
operations in Batangas occasionally range
into the neighboring provinces of Tayabas
and Laguna.

The governor sayvs that Gen. Wheaton is
doing splendid work in the islands, and that
that officer assured him shortly before he
sailed that the natives of the province of
Batangas and its vicinity would all be paci-
fied before the close of next March. The
provinces of Cebu and Bohol, until re-
cently disturbed by insurgent operations,
have settled down, the fighting men having
all surrendered. The Filipinos are very
anxious to secure a legislature as a step
toward the permanent establishment of a
civil government. The present eivil govern-
ment has been working with great zeal, and
has far exceeded expectation, the governor
says.

Lack of Police Protection.

The chief difficulty at present is the lack
of police protection in the provinces. Small
bands of robbers still Infest the back dis-
tricts. They terrorize the natives, and until
the strong arm of the law is able to sup-
press them absolute peace in the islands
will not be obtained.

The native Filipino police have proved a
success. They were appointed by the civil
government and officered by Americans.
They do good service.

Gov. Taft says that he is much improved
by the sea voyage, and will spend several
days at his old home in Cincinnati before
going to Washington. He is accompanied
by his wife. During his absence his place
on the commission will be tilled by Luke E.
Wright, one of the other members.

Gov. Taft will remain in the United States
about two months, He will make an ex-
haustive report to the President on present
conditions in the Philippines under the civil
government and the success of the pacifica-
t]fm measures, and will also submit his
views upon the needs of the nativés. He
declares that there has never been a time
since the TUnited States became Interested
in the islands that-the attitude of the Fil-
ipino people as a whole has been so friendly

to the civil government established by the
United States as now.

Other Passengers on the Grant.
Col. E. L. Huggins of the 2d Cavalry was
also a passenger on the Grant., The Grant
has 74 cabin, 4 second-class and 1,110 steer-
age passengers, 868 enlisted men, 203 dis-
charged soldiers, 47 prisoners and 116 sick
soldlers.

Twenty-eight days were consumed in the
passage from Manjla and twenty days from
Nagasaki.

PRINCE HENRY'S RECEPTION

WHY LOCAL PROGRAM DIFFERS

FROM THE BERLIN STATEMENT.

Present Arrangement Involves Twao

Trips to Washington—It is Await-
ing Approval or Rejection.

The apparent conflict in the dates men-
tioned in the Washington and Berlin pro-
grams for the reception of Prince Henry
is explained here by the statement that the
Berlin authoritles had before them when
they made thelr statement only an origi-
nal and tentative program, which was
abandoned a day or two ago in favor of an
arrangement that does involve two trips of
Prince Henry from New York to Washing-
toen and the launch of the Meteor on Tues-
day, February 25. The committee in charge
of arrangements has tried hard to draw up
an itinerary that would relieve the prince of
the disagreeable necessity of making two
trips between New York and Washington
at short intervals, but they have so far
been unable to plan any other arrangement
that would not involve an abandonment of
delightful social functions in either New
York or Washington. So vesterday after-
noon the latest program was cabled to Ber-
lin, and the committee here is now awaiting
the pleasure of the Emperor and Prince
Henry. If Berlin decides that the original
program should be adhercd to, of course
that decision is final and the committee
here will amend the program to correspond,
having in mind the fact that there are cer-
tain features, such as the date of launch,
that may be regarded as fixed dates from
reasons beyend the control of the commit-
tee.

Applications are still coming in from the
large cities for the prince’s attendance and
the receptions to be given in his honor, and
Cincinnati has made a formal application by
letter for the privilege of entertaining the
imperial visitor.

It has been decided that so far as New
York city is concerned the committee will
turn over to Mayor Seth Low the duty of
entertaining the prince while in that eity,
and the mayor will be allowed to arrange
his own program.

The committee has secured the ald of sev-
eral rallrona experts in preparing possible

itlneraries, and is now awaiting reports
irom these.
CREAMERY TRUST ORGANIZED,

Has Capital of 318,000,000—-Will Con-
irol Butter Business.
KANSAS CITY, Mo., January 21.—A spe-
clal to the Journal from Topeka, Kan.,
says: It was learned here last night that
Charles H. Pattison and John A. Parks of
the Continental Creamery Company, known
as the Kansas creamery trust., have organ-
ized a gigantic creamery trust to take in
all of the large creameries of the country.
The new corporation is to be known as the
Natioral Creamery Company and will have
a capital of $18,000,000. It will be char-
tered in New Jersey. Headquarters will be
established in New York, with a branch in
Chicago. Pattison will be vice president
and manager of the concern and will live
in New York. Parks will be manager of
the western business, with headquarters at
Chicago. The Continental Creamery Com-
pany owns about 400 creameries, mcluding
skimming stations in Kansas, Nebraska,

MACCABEES MUST PAY.

CANAL'S PROSPECTS

Mr. Morgan Thinks Senate Will Ap-
prove Nicaragua Route.

VIEWS OF THE MORE CONSERVATIVE

Believed That a Bill Will Go Inte
Conference.

EFFECT OF THE REPORT

_————

The report of the Isthmian canal commis-
sion, made yesterday In favor of the Pana-
ma route, Is not considered final. It is final
s0 far as the commission is concerned, and
that body of engineers will in all probabll-
ity not be asked for another opinion. The
commission will not be discharged, how-
ever, but will be retained, so that its mems-
bers can appear hefore the Senate or House
committees to glive further individual opin-
fons or testimony, if required.

The report made yesterday In favor of
Panama practically puts the two routes
upon an equal basis so far as cost is con-
cerned, with the advantage in favor of the
route for which the simplest and quickest
title and concessions can be secured. A
majority of the commission having decided
to report in favor of Panama under the
new conditions, the minority yilelded to
pressure and made the report unanimous
in the fear that if the commission was di-
vided It would have the effect of defeating
any canal legislation at this session of
Congress.  All the members of the com-
mission are undoubtedly in favor of a ca-
nal, and their action throughout has been
one of honest intentlon to do that which
seemed most likely to bring about that re-
sult.

The transportation interests, which are
quietly and subtly opposing any final eanal
legisiation, have favored a report in favor
of Panama In the belief that it presented
the greatest difficulties in the matter of
securing title and concessions,

Prospects Iin the Senate.

Advocates of the Nicaragua route are
still confident that their plan will be adopt-
e in the end. Senator Morgan believes he
can force the Hepburn billi through the
Senate as it was passed by the House, In
this, however, he is optimistic.

More conservalive advocates of the Nica-
ragua route believe that one of the two
events will come to pass. First, that the
Senate may take no final action in the
matter of a canal at this session: or that
the Senate will pass a bill providing for
the construction of the Panama canal, or
leaving the maiter in the hands of the
President. This bill would then go into
conference, The Senate conference commit-
tee would consist of the three ranking sen-
ators on the committee having the bill in
charge. These are Senators Morgan, Haw-
ley and Platt of New York. The confer-
ence committee of the House would be the
three ranking members of the committee
on interstate and foreign commerce—Repre-
sentatives Hepburn, Fletcher and Sherman.
The House, having adopted the Nicaragua
canal bill, advocates of that measure are
confident that a conference between the
House and the Senate committees would re-
sult more likely in the Senate yielding to
the House than the House yielding to the
Senate. As there is no great difference in
the estimated cost of the canal, and only
a slight leaning cne way or the other on
the part of the canal commission toward
either route, there are no great and press-
ing advantages to be claimed by either,

The President's Position.

To say that the report of the canal com-
mission has settled the matter in favor of
Panama is incorrect. The President s un-
doubtedly in favor of a canal bill being
hurried to final passage, though it is not
known that he has any opinion as to the
desirability of any particular route. With '
his characteristic vigor he informed the
canal commission as soon as it met last
week that he wanted a report not later
than Saturday afternoon, so the commis-
sion was limited in time for the considera-
tion of the matter. A majority having de-
clared in favor of Panama on a test vote,
Friday and Saturday were spent in the
finally successful effort to secure a unani-
mous report.

Senator Morgan believes that he can se-
cure a majority report from his committee
in favor of the Hepburn bill, in spite of the
changed positlon of the canal commission.
Senators Mitchell, harﬂa, Morgan and
number of others favoring Nicaragua, have
been quite prepared for a change of front
on the part of the commission, in view of
the new offer of the canal company, but
they have bheen equally determined that
nothing would change thelr own attitude in
the matter.

There will undoubtedly be a large amount
of politice Injected into the canal =ituyation
before anything is disposed of. It is be-
lieved that the democrats will support the
Nicaragua route and will be sustained in
that course by a number of republicans.

Legal Questions to Be Settled.

While the commission was more or less
explicit in its statement that the property
and rights of the canal company could
be transferred to the United Btates, there
is yet a vast amount of detail to be looked
into, and a number of important legal
questions to be passed upon. The United
States must practically make an offer for
the canal and this offer must be referred
back to France for final action. It is not
presumed that the [United States would
buy the Panama railroad and allow any
stock to remain outstanding, and a clean
transfer of the entire property is as yet
problematical. On the whole, It may be
sald that the isthmian canal commisaion
has complicated rather than cleared up a
difficult situation, so far as a national
waterway is concerned. The declsion of
the commission i2 recelved with undis-
guised pleasure and satisfaction not only
by the Panama advocates, but by thoge
who, while officlally on record as favoring
a canal, would be considerably relleved at
the appearance of any complication which
would defer final and positive action.
